COMMISSION NOTES. - 

Action on the application of G. B. 
Simpeon for a restaurant liquor li- 
cense at No. 101 South Broadway was 
deferred one’ week. The applicant 
was present and asked immediate ac- 
tion. Chief Elton stated that he had 
investigated the place and was ready 
to make a verbal report. Commis- 
sioner Ling insisted, however, ‘upon 
observing the proprieties and having 
@ written and filed report from the 
Chief before taking action, and so the 
consideration of the matter was de- 
ferred. 

A remarkable disposition to oblige 
was shown by -the board with refer- 
ence to a petition from Robert Kern 
asking a rebate of $50 on account of 
the license held by him at No. 225 
South Spring street. From the peti- 
tion it appears that the license was 
paid for January, but that no business 
‘was done during the month. He as- 
serts that the repairs and improve- 
ments have added to the taxable prop- 
erty of the city and that he is therefore 
entitied to consideration in the mat- 
ter.

DETENTION HOSPITAL. 
AGAIN CONSIDERED SITES. 


The city authorities are again con- 
sidering sites With a view to choosing 
proper: location for a detention hos- 
pital. For over a year the members of 
the Council have spasmodicaliy at- 
tempted to select a site for this most 
necessary imp?ovement, but each time 
some unexpected obstacle has defeated 
the half-hearted efforts of the city leg- 
islators -to agree. ‘Phere was quite a 
discussion of the subject last fall, 
shortly after bids on various parcels 
of land were received by. the Council, 
and . it looked for a time as though 
something would be done. People liv- 
ing in the vicinity of each piece of 
land offered were loud in remonstrance 
against the selection of that particular 
site, anid the Councilmen, with an eye 

le for the political effect of the 
move, abandoned serious consideration 
of the matter, and the agitation ended 
—exactly as preceding ones had done— 
in no result. 

During the last few days it has been 
whispered about that the Council had 
at last come to a final decision, and 
had decided to locate the hospital on 
seventeen and one-half land 
belonging to C. J. in the 
northwestern section of the city. 
About three months ago the special 
committee of the Counctl and members 
of the Finance Committee, which, in 
conjunction -with the special commit- 
tee, has the duty of selecting a site, 
visited the property in question and 
were apparently favorably impressed 
with the location. On their return it 
was stated that the location was all 
right, but that the price was too high. 
At that time the merits and demerits 


authorities, were set forth at length. 
The place is quite a distance from the 
city, and is situated on a hill. The 
ground is rough and broken, and in or- 
der to get water a pumping plant 
would have to be installed to draw a 
supply from the main supply ditch, 
which skirts the side of the hill. The 
elevated position gives plenty of sun 
and fresh air, and also a fine view of 
Colegrove, Hollywood and the valley 
extending toward the sea. The property 
is situated just at the end of Berke- 
ley street, where it debouches into 
Linda Vista street.

The price 
asked is per acre, whereas the 
property is assessed at $70 per acre.

Health Officer Powers was, very 
guarded in his remarks and said he 
only hoped they would put the hospi- 
j; tal somewhere soon and relieve the 
suspense.

DEMAND EXCEEDS SUPPLY. 
The continued dry weather has had 

ita effect on the river and there seems 
to be danger that the ganja supply will 
be cut short unless Jupiter Pluvius 
deigns to favor the section with more 
rain. Water “Overseer Dalton said 
yesterday that nearly all the water 
available for Mareh had been sold and 
that if the river showed much further 
decrease he was not sure that he could 
deliver afl that has been engaged. 
From the sale of water the city will 
derive a revenue of about $2000 during 
the coming month. If there was 
plenty of water the revenue would be 
at least $3000. 

At the present time there is less 
than 1000 inches flowing in the main 
supply ditch and the Zanja Madre. 
These ditches are intended to carry 
1600 inches of water. The river has 
been gradually decreasing during the 
last three years and the Water Over- 
‘seer is afraid of a serious curtaliment 
of the supply for irrigation purposes 
this year.-: The City Engineer has 
nearly completed plans for’ a couple 
of pumping plants to catch the under- 
ground flow of the river and if the 
surface water proves inadequate it is 
hoped to maintain the su by 
those means.

The serving 
of spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
with crackers, cheese, sandwiches or 
cold lunches or other subterfuges shall 
not constitute a restaurant and shall 
not be authorized by a restaurant li- 
cense, and such will be co red a 
violation of this ordinance.” 

Merry-go-rounds, toboggan-slides. 
Ferris wheels and swings, where a rev- 
enue is to be obtained from thelr use, 
must hereafter pay the county a li- 
cense of $6 a month: or $1 a day if 
the period of operation be less than 
a month. 

Bicycle tracks, maintained to collect 
admissions, must pay $15 a month. 

Phonograph parlors will be taxed 50 
cents a phonograph or machine. 

Astrologers, palmists, fortune tellers.

AUTOMOBILES. 


INTERESTING FACTS REGARDING 
THE LEADING QUESTION. 
(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24, 1900.— Many 
people are in doubt whether it is best 
to buy an electrical automobile or one 
propelled by some other power. Prices 
vary considerably, those for electrics 
being usually higher. Naturally, each 
maker claims that the system 
by him is the one destined to lead the 
immense taste. There is, however, an 


immense demand for vehicles driven 
by electricity, and it * seems highly 
probably that in the long run, this will 


pro- 
pulsion. Some figures published by an 
electrical firm show that the cociioney 
to produce cheaper electrical vehicles 
is very marked. A spindle seat road 
wagon, with one motor and with 


phaeton weigh- 
2650 pounds, for $2900. Coal delivery 
wagons, rangi in weight from 1900 
pounds upw cost from $1550 to 
$2400. The cost of running private ve- 
hicles is estimated at from % to 1% 
cents per mile. The cost of mainte- 
nance and upkeep of the battery is 
estimated at from $50 to $120 a year. 
Where uncommonly heavy grades have 
to be taken, these figures will natur- 
ally be somewhat modified. On the 
other hand, the makers of automobites 
propelled by hydro-carbon, gas or oil 
motors, claim that these are more prac- 
tical than electricity. As has been 
said, their cost is usually much lower. 
Vehicles driven by hydro-carbon 
motors can be purchased for from $650 
to $750. These wagons have removable 
tops, and can be used as delivery 
wagons, or light business wagons, if 
necessary. They carry from 1000 to 
1200 pounds weight, and can be speeded 
up to eighteen miles an hour. A dos- 
a-dos trap, with a hyro-carbon motor 
can be bought for $750. This carries 
four persons comfortably, and is 
equipped with twenty -Tfour-horse- 
power motor. The cost of running is 
about 2 cents an hour. The makers of 
these vehicles claim that since motors 
will not deterioate as rapidly as elec- 
tric batteries ,the cost of maintenance 
is much less than for those vehicles.

A MINING BILL THAT MAY AFFECT 
PRIVATE ASSAYERS. 


"Among mining bills introduced into 


' Congress is one for the establishment 


of mining experimental colleges, and 
which also provides for the appoint- 
ment of a government geologist, and a 
government assayer in each mining 
State. So far as indicated in the re- 
ports received concerning this bill, the 
full text of it not being at hand, there 
officers are to furnish assays, issue 


tions of mining regions. These pro- 
visions cover so broad a field that it 
would be useless. in the absence of the 
text of the bill, to try to make any in- 
telligent comment upon them, but it is 
to be hoped that before the bill be- 
comes a law the duties of the govern- 
ment assayer shall be so clearly de- 
fined as to preclude the possibility of 
his interfering with or encroaching 
upon the business of assayers in pfi- 
vate life. But there is one other mat- 
ter incidental to this, to which every 
State government might with propriety 
give consideration. It is a bill making 
Tt necessary for all who desire to prac- 
tice the businers of an assayer to pass 
an examination before a board of ex- 
aminers, an4 that the State governm< nt 
issue to those who did pass such an 
examination a diploma seuthorizing 
them, and them only, to practice with'n 
the State the business of an assayer. 
If such a statute were In existence 
there is no doubt but that it would be 
productive of good by weeding out of 
the profession many who are incapable 
of making a correct assay of ores.
